The  new  look  for  rgeks 
this  year  is  space  I  The  Geo- 
logy Department  at  l.U.-P.U. 
is  currently  in  the  process 
of  building  a  geology  ser- 
vice laboratory.  It  will  be 
used  in  preparation  for  a 
functional  lob  in  connection 
with  the  palcoatology  and 
mineralogy-petrology      labs. 

Students  and  faculty 
members  may  use  the  lab  for 
research.  Materials  collec- 
ted on  field  trips  will  be 
brought  into  the  lab.  These 
materials  will  then  be  stored 
temporarily    in    the    lab    for 


later  analysis. 

The  current  lab  ia  an 
all-purpose  lab  with  tempor- 
work  tables  and  limited  stor- 
age room-  The  new  lab  will 
have  much  more  storage 
room  for  materials  being  stu- 
died and  for  research  collec- 
tions. In  addition  to  the 
equipment  already  used  by 
the  Department,  the  lab  will 
be  equiped  with  heavy  work- 
study  tables  and  a  new  rock 
grinder  and  polisher  for  pro- 
ducing thin  sections  of 
rocks  for  rock  analysis.  At 
Geology  Departmcn
